Starts at Once 
On Building 

TO COST AROUND $16,000

Auditorium to Seat 522, 
Large Roof Gymnasium 
and Club Rooms 


The regular meeting of the Fire¬ 
men’s Club was held Wednesday even¬ 
ing in the City Hall with forty-five 
members present. Five new applica¬ 
tions for membership were accepted, 
bringing the total of active members 
to one hundred and nine. 

The architect for the building, Mr. 
R. M. Findlayson, was present and 
submitted plans which were thorough¬ 
ly discussed. After making a few 
changes, the plans were submitted to 
the club as a whole and were over¬ 
whelmingly approved. 

The building, according to the 
plans accepted, erected by contract 
will cost $16,000, and work is to be 
started immediately. Tomorrow the 
lot will be surveyed and then the 
foundation will be commenced. 

The building will have a frontage of 
sixty feet on Central and a depth of 
one hundred and twenty-three feet. 
The engine house will be at the west 
end of the building and will be twen¬ 
ty by thirty feet. The lobby will be 
twenty-two by thirty-seven and behind 
these will be the auditorium, fifty- 
eight by sixty-seven feet with a seat¬ 
ing capacity of five hundred and 
twenty-two, and a twenty foot cell¬ 
ing At the north end will be a thirty 
by twenty stage with dressing rooms 
underneath. The projecting room will 
be over the lobby. 

Over the engine room will be tne 
living quarters for the driver and 
some of the other members of the 
fire department. The balance ot the 
second story will be uevoted to a root 
garden which will be covered with a 

tile roof. , ., - , 

In the basement will be the club 
rooms and a gymnasium. The plan 
utilizes every inch of space and gives 
the club all the equipment the mem¬ 
bers desired. , , , 

Next week the News will print a cut 
uf the front elevation. The building 
is to be of the Spanish type and it 
will be a tremendous addition to the 
city, not only from the standpoint of 
beauty, but because of the facilities it 
will provide for social life for the men 
of the community. 

It is believed that as soon as the 
general public realizes that such a 
building is actually in process of con¬ 
struction the membership of the club 
will advance by leaps and bounds.

They have taken over the bakery 
plant owned by I). J. Millard, and Mrs. 
Sullivan says she feels all ready to 
start in on her famous home-made 
pies and cakes once more. 

The Sullivans made many friends 
while located on Baldwin and gave 
great satisfaction by their service, so 
the prospects are that they will do a 
rushing business from the moment 
of opening. . 


To set at rest the fears of those 
apprehensive citizens who thought 
the swimming pool in the canyon 
might have something to do with the 
spread of epidemic diseases, Miss 
Marcy,' the city nurse, was inter¬ 
viewed on the subject.

A stream of fresh water is kept run¬ 
ning through the pool constantly, so 
once a week is considered ample for 
emptying it. 

All bathing suits are sterilized be¬ 
fore being given out again. All tow¬ 
els are thoroughly boiled. In addi¬ 
tion the water is so cold that dipther- 
ia germs would freeze to death be¬ 
fore they could do any harm. 

So if you want to go swimming, 
do it with a calm and peaceful mind.
